OfKK  E  OF  THE  HOLY  GIIO.ST. 

In  consideriitg  the  various  offices  which  the 
iloly  Spirit  sustains  in  the  work  of  man’s  saJva* 
tion,  we  must  bear  in  mind  wliat  tiic  Scriptures 
tell  us  of  the  natural  condition  of  man  since  the 
fall ; — that  it  is  a  state  of  moral  darkness  and 
death  ;  “  without  Christ,  having  no  hope,  and 
without  God  in  the  world.”  It  is  therefore  the 
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lour  weaknesses,  to'ifiupport  us  under  all  our  af- 
j  dictions,  to  comfort  us  in  all  our  discourage¬ 
ments,  and  to  fill  our  hearts  witli  peace  and  joy 
amid  all  the  trials  and  distrcs.ses  of  this  mortal 
life  ; — to  give  us  “  righteousness,  and  peace, 
and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost.” 

Such  arc  the  various  and  important  offices  of 
the  Spirit  of  God  in  the  grand  scheme  of  salva¬ 
tion.  If,  therefore,  as  St.  Paul  declares,  we 
are  “  sealed  with  that  Holy  Spirit  of  promise, 
which  is  the  earnest  of  our  inheritance," — if 
”  God  hath  from  the  beginning  chosen  us  to  sal- 
ration,  through  sanctification  of  the  Spirit," —

that  Divine  image  which  has  been  lost  by  sin  ‘  ^  • 

‘‘  to  open  our  eyes,  and  to  turn  them  from  dark¬ 
ness  to  light,  and  from  the  power  of  Satan  unto 
God  — to  create  in  us  new  desires  and  atfec- 
lions; — to  fix  our  hearts  and  Iiojhjs  on  heaven, 
and  to  enable  us  daily  to  gH)w  in  grace  here, 
that  we  may  bn  fitted  for  the  vision  and  fruition 
<if  God  hereafter. 

The  first  office  of  the  Spirit  is  that  of  a  Teach¬ 
er,  to  instruct  us  in  all  things  necessary  to  be 
believed  and  practised  ;  for  ”  the  natural  man 
receiveth  not  the  things  of  the  Spirit  of  God  ; 
for  they  are  f«x>lishness  unto  him  ;  neither  can 
lie  know  them,  becaus»*  they  are  spiritually  di.s- 
cerned.”  He  enlightens  our  under.standmgs, 

Did  gives  us  wisdom  to  discern  and  the  will  to 
choo.«e  w  hat  is  right,  agreeably  to  that  promise 
which  our  Saviour  gave  to  his  Aix>seles,  and 
tliroiigh  tl  om  to  his  disciples  in  every  age, — 

‘  When  the  Spirit  fd'  Truth  is  come,  he  will 
guide  you  into  all  truth, — and  he  shall  teach 
you  all  things.” 

His  office  also  is,  to  renew  and  sanctify  us 
wholly,  for  ”  except  a  man  l»e  liorn  of  water  and 
of  the  Spirit  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  God.”  To  qualify  us  for  the  enjoyment  of 
heaven,  our  corrupt  nature  must  be  changed, 
the  defilements  of  sin  washed  away,  and  that 
holiness  supplied  ”  without  which  noonaii  shall 
>ee  the  Lord.”  And  this  is  through  the  opera¬ 
tion  and  power  of  the  Spirit  of  Goil  alone  ; — 
for  “  ye  arc  washed,  for  ye  are  sanctified,  for ' 
ye  are  ju.stified,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
and  by  the  Spirit  of  our  God.”* 

The  Holy  Ghost  also  acts  as  our  Ruhr  and 
Guide ;  governing  and  directing  us  in  all  our 
actions  ;  not  only  inspiring  us  with  a  ”  goml 
will.”  but,  as  our  tenth  article  expresses  it, 


it  becomes  us  to  ”  glorify  God  in  our  body  and 
in  our  spirit  which  are  G^’s  — to  watch,  and 
strive,  and  pray,  lest  we  grieve,  resist,  and 
(|uench  that  Divine  Spirit  within  us,  and  pro¬ 
voke  him  to  w  ithdraw  his  gracious  influences, 
and  leave  us  to  ourselves,  and  to  the  power  of 
our  enemies.  ”  He  may  lie  grieved; — being 
given,  he  may  be  rejected  ; — rejected,  he  may 
be  withdrawn.”  He  is  our  only  Instructor,  our 
Guide,  our  Intercessor,  our  Comforter.  “  With¬ 
out  Him  we  can  do  nothing  towards  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  holiness  of  ourselves  indeed  we  can 
live  unto  the  flesh,  and,  if  we  be  left  to  follow 
the  bent  of  our  own  sinful  nature,  we  must  so ' 
live.  Of  ourselves,  we  are  .«till  prone  to  sin  ;  j 
*  of  ourselves  we  are  not  sufficient  to  think,’  or  ' 
do,  ‘  any  good  thing  as  of  ourselves,  hut  our ! 
sufficiency  is  of  God,’  without  whom  we  can  ■ 
do  nothing.  'I’licn  again  aa  we  can  do  nothing 
without  him,  he  will  do  nothing  witliout  us. ' 
He  works  in  us  and  with  us,  and  we  must  work  I 
with  him  t”  Alliiough  we  can  do  nothing  of! 
ourselves,  that  is  good,  yet  we  ”  can  do  all  > 
things  through  Christ  who  strengtheneth  U8.”J 
In  humble  and  constant  reliance  on  Him  ”  with- ' 
out  whom  nothing  is  strong,  nothing  is  holy,”^ 
our  endeavour  should  be  to  ”  walk  not  after  the ' 
flesh,  but  after  the  Spirit ;  for  as  many  as  are^ 
led  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  they  are  the  sons  of 
Gml ; — and  if  children,  then  heirs,  heirs  of  (iod 
and  joint  heirs  with  Christ.”'^  Pascal.

The  parochial  reiwrts  arc  much  fuller  and  more  ■ 
satisfactory  than  usual,  though  in  many  lustau- 


ces,  they  are  still  quite  imperfect.  As  they  are, 
tliey  present  an  aggregate  of  474  persons  bap¬ 
tized,  IIM)  of  whom  were  adults  ;  3569  com¬ 
municants;  and  21 17  Sunday  Scholars.  We 
have  only  room  for  a  few  of  the  reports  in  detail, 
though  several  others  might  perhaps  be  quoted, 
no  less  encouraging  than  the  following  •— 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Cheshire — Rev.  Henry  H. 

Mason. 

In  consequence  of  an  invitation  received  from 
this  parish,  1  assumed  the  pastoral  charge  of  it 
in  the  month  of  February  last.  During  the  pe¬ 
riod  of  my  connection  with  the  congregation,  I 
have  e.xperienced  much  to  excite,  and  little  to 
discourage  exertion,  in  the  prospect  of  their  im¬ 
provement,  and  my  own  usefulness.  The  con¬ 
nection  between  what  we  are  obligated  to  be¬ 
lieve,  and  commanded  to  practice,  is  insepara¬ 
ble  ;  and  I  have  therefore  endeavoured  to  in¬ 
culcate  among  my  people  sound  and  catholic 
principles,  as  the  best  means  of  exciting  them 
to  evangelical  practice.  My  labors  have,  1  trust, 
been  attended  with  the  divine  blessing.  The 
zeal  of  many  is  commendable  for  being  accom¬ 
panied  with  knowledge,  and  their  piety  the 
more  attractive  for  being  unostentatious.  Oc¬ 
casionally  I  have  performed  divine  service  on 
Siind.'iy  night  in  private  houses ;  but  always 
with  strict  regard  to  the  Canon,  enforcing  the 
use  of  the  book  of  Common  Prayer.  Extempore 
lectures  have  also,  under  the  same  restrictions, 
been  delivered  in  the  Episcopal  Academy  once, 
and  sometimes  oftener,  during  the  week.  A 
Bible  Cla.ss  has  been  formed,  which  meets  every 
'Fhuisilay  evening,  and  whose  progress  and  at¬ 
tention  have  atTorded  me  much  satisfaction.  A 
tlouriahing  Sunday  School,  in  connection  with 
the  Union,  of  more  than  seventy  scholars,  and 
nineteen  teachers,  affords  some  evidence  of  the 
spirit  which  exists  among  the  younger  part  of 
the  congregation,  who  are  laudably  engaged  in 
tlie  business  of  instruction.  A  library  for  tlie 
school,  is  now  being  established  ;  and  the  books, 
einpluyed  in  the  course  of  instruction,  are  those 
issueil  by  the  Society,  under  the  patronage  of 
the  Church.  The  nunilier  of  families  now  at¬ 
tached  to  the  parish,  equals  if  it  does  not  ex¬ 
ceed,  78,  and  that  of  the  communicants  is  in  the 
ratio  of  one  to  every  family.  Niue  infants  have 
been  baptizeil,  and  1  have  recently  admitted  7 
persons  as  recipients  of  the  lord’s  Sup|<er.

and  Christianized  by  .Africans,  but  in  America 
must  the  work  be  prepared  Here  must  mis¬ 
sionaries  be  selected,  and  instructed,  and  com¬ 
missioned.  Why  should  we  not  have  our  mis¬ 
sion  school  for  this  express  purpose,  and  wh^ 
should  it  not  be  commenced  forthwith?  For 
such  an  enterpri.se,  so  fraught  with  advantages 
we  have  only  to  make  judicious  prejiarations, 
and  to  bring  forward  our  demands,  and  we  shall, 
I  am  confident  we  shall,  find  a  general  response 
of  sympathy  throughout  the  land,  and  a  willing 
and  abundant  contribution.”  It  is  proper  that 
it  should  he  known  that  this  subject  of  a  .school 
for  the  preparation  ot  missionaries  for  Africa, 
was  before  the  Executive  Cuiniiiittee  of  the 
General  Missionary  Society  some  months  since, 
and  considered  by  them  to  he  of  so  much  im¬ 
portance,  that  a  suggestion  of  the  subject  was 
directed  to  be  made  to  the  English  Church 
Missionary  Society,  in  the  hope  that  they  might 
be  met  by  a  similar  disjiosition  in  that  society, 
and  thus  considerable  aid  be  furnished  inward.- 
its  establishment.  As  yet,  no  reply  has  been 
received,  and  without  very  considerable  means 
such  an  institution  could  not  be  commenced 
ivith  a  prospect  of  success.  W'e  lielicvc  that 
the  utility  of  such  an  institution  would  soon  b<- 
demunstrated,  and  earnestly  hope  that  the  Fa- 
ecutive  Committee  may  be  enabled  to  under- 
dertake  its  establishment.

— The  following  is  a  copv 
of  Bishop  Mant’s  inscription  on  a  memorial 
commemorative  of  the  worth  of  this  illnstriou.' 
prelate,  recently  erected  in  the  chancel  of  the 
Cathedral  Church  of  Lisburn,  by  the  Bishop 
and  Clergy  of  Down  ami  Connor  : — 

“  Not  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  one  wIiom 
works  will  be  his  most  enduring  memorial,  but 
that  there  may  not  be  wanting  a  pulilic  testi¬ 
mony  to  his  memory  in  the  dioccss  which  dc. 
rives  honour  from  his  superintendance,  this  tab¬ 
let  is  inscribed  with  tbe  name  of  Jehf..my  Tay¬ 
lor,  D.  D.,  who,  on  the  restoration  in  IlitH)  ot 
the  British  Church  and  Monarchy,  in  the  fall  of 
which  he  had  partaken,  having  been  promoted 
to  the  Bishoprick  of  Uot^'n  and  Connor  ;  and 
having  presided  for  seven  years  in  that  See,  a> 
also,  over  the  adjoining  diocess  of  Dromorc, 
which  was  sf>on  after  entrusted  to  his  care,  “  on 
account  of  his  virtue,  wisdom  and  industry 
died  at  Lisburn,  .August  IBtli,  1(507,  inthcG-nli 
year  of  his  age  :  Leaving  behind  him  a  renown, 
second  to  tliat  of  none  of  the  illustrious  sons, 
whom  the  Anglican  Church,  rich  in  worthic' 
hath  brought  forth  ;  as  a  Bishop,  distinguished 
for  munificence  and  vigilance  truly  Episcojtal ; 
as  a  theologian,  for  piety  the  most  anient,  learn¬ 
ing  the  most  extensive,  and  eloquence  inimita¬ 
ble  ;  in  his  writings  a  persuasive  guide  to  ear- 
ne.stness  of  devotion,  u|>riglitiu-ss  of  practice, 
and  Christian  forbt'arance  and  toleration  ;  a 
powerful  asserler  of  Episcopal  government  ami 
liturgical  worship,  and  an  able  exiHiser  of  the 
errors  of  the  Romish  Church  ;  in  his  manners, 
a  pattern  of  bis  own  rules  of  holy  liNing  and  ho¬ 
ly  dying,  and  a  follower  of  the  great  exemplar 
of  sanctity,  as  |>ortrayed  by  him  in  the  |icrsun  nt 
our  I.a)rd  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

“  Reader,  though  it  fall  not  to  thy  lot  to  attain 
the  intellectual  excellence  of  this  .Slastcr  in  l.s- 
racl,  thou  niayest  rival  him  in  that  which  was 
the  highest  scope  even  of  his  ambition,  an  boiiv 
est  cousciencc,  and  a  Christian  life.”
